CHAPTER 498. 
AN ACT to appropriate to John A. Sholts a sum of money 

therein named for expenses incurred in defending a suit for 
damages brought against him as state fish and game warden. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as folliows: 

SECTION 1. There is appropriated to John A. Sholts, out of 
any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of one hundred sixty-six dollars and thirty cents for expenses 
incurred by him in defending a suit for damages brought against 
him as state fish and game warden. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 499. 
AN ACT to appropriate to I. H. Boomer a sum of money therein 

named, for expenses incurred in defending a suit for damages 
brought against him as deputy fish and game warden. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is appropriated to I. H. Boomer out of any 
money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of twenty-seven dollars and sixty-four cents to reimburse 
him for expenses incurred in defending a suit brought against 
him as deputy fish and game warden. 

SEertoN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
